It is with the most sincere fervor that I 
beg your Masses and prayers for the 
liberation of Katanga from the United 
Nations forces which are besieging her. 
[Africa seems so far, far away, but we must 
force ourselves to take an interest, for one 
of the most crucial battles of our country 
is being fought out down there and our own 
country is lined up on the wrong side. 

When the Belgians moved out of the 
Congo in the summer of 1960, the Commu- 
nists moved in — first, Premier Patrice 
Lumumba, later killed; and now Soviet- 
backed Antoine Gizenga, Vice-Premier and 
a Prague-trained Communist; the Minister 
of the Interior with full police powers is 
Prague-trained Christophe Gbenye; and 
Remy Mwamba, Minister of Justice, is a 
devoted follower of Gizenga. A total of 23 
out of 44 seats were won by Lumumbists in 
the recent Congolese parliamentary elections. 

But there was one who was determined 
that if the northern province of his country 
would go Red, at least the southern province 
of Katanga would not. He is a pro-Western 
Methodist, Moise Tshombe. His constant 
plea to the Western world is “I like you 
people. I like the West.” 

Instead of hearkening, however, the West 
is doing the same thing it has so often 
done before. It is trying to cut down one of 
its friends, as it betrayed the Russian people 
in 1933 by recognizing a band of gangsters 
as their legitimate government; as it be- 
trayed Gen. Mihailovic in 1943; as it be- 
trayed Chiang Kai-shek; and the people of 
Poland, Czechoslovakia, Hungary, Bast Ger- 
many, Latvia, Esthonia, Bulgaria, Rou- 
mania, Cuba, Tibet, and Laos, and as it

Katanga is important not just in principle 
but as one of the richest areas of the 
‘African continent. It produces 60-70 percent 
of the world’s cobalt and 7.5 percent of its 
eopper. Russia needs cobalt for the hydrogen 
bomb and we need it for our battle against 
cancer—also for high-strength and heat- 
resistant steel castings. 

On Feb. 21, the UN passed a resolution 
calling for “the restoration of order” in the 
Congo. But Katanga has had orderly gov- 
ernment for well over a year. It is a con- 
stitutional republic with its own flag, an 
army, and a national anthem. You can ex- 
change Katanga money for United States 
currency, or any other currency, at any 
bank in the civilized world. 

Tshombe is not a dictator. He needs 
parHamentary approval for his laws and he 
has a cabinet of 12 ministers and four sec- 
retaries. 

Surely a people have the right to deter- 
mine their own form of government. That 
is how the Belgians were persuaded to with- 
draw in the first place. That is why the 
Portuguese are under pressure to withdraw 
from Angola. 

So the Belgians left and Katanga formed 
its own government, much to the chagrin 
of the Communists who had gained control 
of the central government.

A BIASED PRESS 

The sad thing is that the press is biased 
against Tshombe. His troops are “white 
mercenaries” and “foreigners’—and what 
of the UN troops? When did all of those 
young Swedes and Irishmen turn brunette? 

They are, 
actually, mercenaries in every sense of the 
term, hired by the UN and paid by the

Richard Williams, reporting for the Brit- 
ish Broadcasting Corp., said that UN arm- 
ored cars, manned — by Irish troops, sur- 
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ville, and then opened fire on a group of 
journalists when they approached. 

“Anything that moves is shot at,” he said. 

He reported that a Red Cross ambulance, 
clearly marked, had approached the hospital 
and stalled its engine. 

“The driver and the stretcher-bearer, 
dressed in white, both got out. Indian troops 
in the post office (some 60 yards away) im- 
mediately opened fire at almost point-blank 
range.” Williams said that the ambulance 
men fell to the street seriously wounded. 

“This is the second time in 24 hours that 
I have seen UN troops firing on a Red Cross 
vehicle. All the rules of war have gone by 
the board in this campaign.” Williams re- 
ported that the UN has machine guns 
mounted in the hospital windows and is 
using it as a strategic post. 

“Individual Swedes, Irish and Canadians 
serving with the UN are known to have 
protested against the outrages committed 
in the name of the allegedly high moral 
principles of UN,” continues this letter to 
the London Times. “Elizabethville itself de- 
veloped into a city of terror and hate—hate 
by the entire population, black and white, 
resident and visitors, for the United Na- 
tion’s troops.”

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How Fare Egypt's Jews?

E have been invited by the publishers of 
Issues to set down a few of the impressions 
I gained during a nine-day stay in Egypt 
early last March. Before I do so, I want to 
@mphasize that before and during my trip I 
Scrupulously avoided any contact with Am- 
erican Council for Judaism or official 
Egyptian sources of information in order 
to be free from any particular point of view 
with regard to Jews in Egypt. My inform- 
ation comes from the man in the street, 
mosque, church and synagogue. Neverthe- 
less, one official: Egyptian policy was made 
crystal clear to me before I left home: there 
is no restriction on American travel in Egypt 
on the basis of religion. This is perhaps illus- 
trated by the fact that the question of re- 
ligion appears nowhere on the official visa 
application of the United Arab Republic. 


Egyptians are friendly people. Time and 
again my companion and I were offered 
chairs when we stopped for a few minutes 
to observe some activity. Frequently small 
merchants in the market would offer us a 
taste or sample of their wares. Once when 
our car broke down at night in a little village 
consisting of a few mud huts, one of the 
householders brought us chairs and offered 
us water. On a number of occasions I dis- 
eussed the Arab-Israel controversy with 
Egyptians. Their approach was uniform. 
(hey are convinced that the Israelis and 
Zionists are planning to take over all the 
territory from the Suez Canal to the Eu- 
phrates, that Zionism is another form of 
Western colonialism and imperialism. They 


_ Yeadily admit the accomplishments of the 


Israelis, whom they consider “highly intel- 
ligent and educated.” This unusual pro- 
ficiency and skill, the Egyptians said, con- 
stitutes the great danger to the Arab world. 
_ We traveled the entire length of the Suez 
Canal, a restricted military zone. At Ismailia 
the southern entrance to the Canal, we 
received a permit which carried with it the 
right to take pictures at will except for 
certain military installations. The. permit 
was granted on the presentation of our 
passports by our driver. No questions were 
asked, and we took pictures of everything, 


even movies of the Inge Toft being unloaded. — 


{At frequent check points soldiers examined 
our permit. and waved us on. Occasionally 
we were questioned or stopped, but usually 
we managed the military very nicely. Never 
was any inquiry made as to our religion. 
We were Americans and that was enough. 

The Egyptians have no difficulty disting- 
uishing Jews, Israelis and Zionists. They are 
well informed on the difference and point 
out that “the Egyptian Jews are our blood 
brothers with whom we have lived in peace 
for centuries.” Indeed, the Jewish commun- 
ity in Egypt extends back to centuries 
before the common era. After the Exodus, 
Jews always lived there in peace, free from 
government discrimination. In 1940, there 
were approximately 80,000 Jews in Egypt, 
but today only 10,000 remain — 8,000 in 
Cairo and the rest in Alexandria. Dispersion 
started gradt during the period of the 


Palestine mandate when disorder was pre- 


valent around the Wailing Wall in Jerusalem,

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EGYPTIAN JEWS ARE FREE 





David Ben Gurion’s government now up 
in arms after he just returned to Israel 
after spendng ten days in meditation in 
Buddhist Temple in Burma. 
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heaval against Faruq was a revolt against 
foreign domination, both political and eco- 
nomic. Practically all of Egypt’s economy, 
industry and commerce was under foreign 
control. Approximately one half million 
foreigners lived in Egypt. Many had been 
there for generations, all the while retaining 
the citizenship of their forebears. This ap- 
plied particularly to the Greeks. Ten years 
ago there were approximately 200,000 
Greeks in Egypt. Today 80,000 remain, many 
of whom are Egyptian citizens. With few 
exceptions, no Egyptian citizens are ejected 
from Egypt. Only a few avid Zionists, de- 
clared persona non grata by the government, 
had their citizenship revoked and were 
deported during the Sinai fighting between 
Israel and Egypt. 


I asked a number of Jews —in private 
as well as in groups at the synagogue —to 


‘what discrimination or disabilities Jews were 


subject. Uniformly the answer was “None. 
We are Egyptian citizens.’ A few would 
qualify the statement with, “Well not of- 
ficially. When jobs are doled out, first pre- 


ference is to non-Jews then Jews.’ When 


I asked them if there had been any swastika 
smearing or other Nazi type of manifesta- 
tion of anti-Semitism, I was assured that 
absolutely nothing of the kind had occurred. 

There are no emigration restrictions on 
anyone in Egypt. Any Egyptian citizen may 
leave the country permanently. He must re- 
nounce his citizenship in order to obtain 
an exit visa called a laisser passer. He is not 
given a passport for general travel, except 
in very special cases. An emigrant is re- 
stricted to a small sum of hard currency 
but may take unlimited amounts of goods 
out of the country. Very few of the Jews 
who left Egypt after 1956 went to Israel. 
Most of them went to Brazil, France, Italy 
and Australia. Some got to Canada and a 
few are in the United States. 
MOST JEWS WELL OFF 

Practically no Egyptian Jews are inter- 
ested in going to Israel, although it is easy 
to get there via Cyprus. A few would em- 
igrate to other countries could they do so 
without impoverishing themselves. But all 
of them would pay that price to go to the 
United States. Most of them enjoy a g 
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short cuts. Young and old alike partook 
fully and with a fervor that can come only 
from understanding. The Yigdal was chanted 
from beginning to end by the entire congre- 
gation. Yamulkas were worn by most. The 
younger set wore colourful ones, usually 
blue and white with the Star of David, and 
I noticed on a number of them the werd 
“Yerushaliyim” in Hebrew. 

After the services I talked with some 
worshippers and learned that they had good 
attendance on Fridays, Saturdays and holi- 
days. They had a Schochet, a Talmud Torah, 
bar mitzvahs, weddings, funerals and the 
usual Orthodox rituals with no thought of 
concealing their activities from their neigh- 
bours or government. The Jewish community 
is strictly a religious one. Every year an 
election is held and twelve directors are 
selected to look after Jewish charities, 
hospitals, burial societies, etc. There does 
not seem to be any “Jewish culture” such 
as periodicals or theatre. The cultural life 
of Europeans is the cultural life of the Jews, 
and he shares Cairo’s operas, concerts, art 
exhibits and literary gatherings with his 
fellow non-Jewish European Egyptian cit- 
izens. 

Many of the Jews are businessmen. The 
largest department store is Jewish-owned. 
Textile mills and other industries are owned 
by Jews. A number of the more affluent 
Jews live in Heliopolis, a Cairo suburb with 
homes that would look in place in Scarsdale, 
Highland Park or Beverly Hills, Heliopolis, 
incidentally, is not a “suburban ghetto;” 
many of the top brass of the Egyptian Army 
live there ensconced in real style. Not all 
of Egypt’s Jews are rich, however. Some of 
them are small merchants operating shops 
in the bazaars, alongside of their Arab 
neighbors. Some are in the trades and pro- 
fessions. 

On a sightseeing tour of Cairo we were 
taken to a small synagogue called Nen 
Ezra. It is enclosed within a sort of enclave 
Where several hundred families live and 
work, forty-two of them Jewish. The Egyp- 
tian guide asked the Shamus to show us an 
old Torah. It was ancient and beautiful, 
inscribed on satin-soft leather. Our Egyp- 
tian guide was quite proud of it. He ex- 
plained that some years ago a Jewish 
organization in New York offered one mil- 
lion dollars for it. The Egyptian government 
refused to allow the sale because the Torah 
is considered a national treasure. We were 
also shown an old beautifully preserved 
megillah. The Egyptian explained that the 
centuries old synagogue was built on the 
spot where Moses had worshipped. Within 
the same enclave a short distance away is 
an old church underneath which is a cham- 
ber where Jesus is supposed to have hidden 
from Herod. 

We attended a wedding at the large syna- 
ogue. About 150 guests came for the Sun- 
day afternoon ceremony. It could well have 
been a wedding at any Conservative syna- 
gogue in New York, although it was strictly 
orthodox with orchestral music (Wagner’s 
Wedding March) flower girls, and a chuppa, 
—a large silk talles held over the heads of 
the bride and groom by their parents. The 
ceremony was in Hebrew and French. 

During my stay in Egypt I saw no evi- 
dence of any programme or pattern of 
harassment of Jews in either their religious 
pursuits or their everyday lives. This is not 
to say that the Jews in Egypt are enamored 
of the Nasser regime. Many businessmen in 
Particular are fearful that an arbitrary and 
sporadic policy of expropriation may strike 
their business next. But this fear is based 
exclusively upon economic considerations and 
is shared by the business community as 
a whole. There is no attempt made by the

How can they do 
it, when Christ said, “Love one another,” 
and God said unto us, “Grow and mul- 
tiply.” How is it possible that they can re- 
main unmoved before our sorrow without 
thinking sometimes that this sword of 
Damocles which hangs over us, can in time 
also fall over their heads and sever them 
as now it severs ours? 

At this moment communism is not satis- 
fied with having undermined our Cuba, but 
now extends its cancerous tentacles towards 
all the Latin American countries. What are 
you waiting for before you raise your 
voices in protest? What has to take place 
in Cuba to make you raise your voices to 
ask your government to break with regime 
of terror and blood which exists in Cuba? 
(This refers to the ten countries which have 
not broken relations with Cuba. All are Latin 
American. countries.) What has to occur in 
Cuba before you raise your voices asking 
your respective government to expel from 
your countries the accomplice of the blood- 
thirsty Castro, who under guise of Cuban 
Ambassador claims to represent us, when 
his real task is to plant in your country. the 
seed of communism, the carrier of so much 
cruelty. Men, women, children, organizations 
in America, your silence is making you 
accomplices in the crime being committed 
in Cuba. Your silence makes you accom- 
plices for our pain. You are culpable that we 
take the only path left for us to take. Cul- 
pable that we have to write in the annals 
of the history of America our firm decision, 
which we will now confess to you. But first 
we want to ask you to forgive us for the 
crime we are about to commit on our own 
flesh and blood; we also request that you 
pray for us and the souls of our childrerrand 
that you ask God in your prayers that 
knowing the Hell is our destiny, we will 
abide there resigned and content while 
the flames consume us eternally. Provided 
that He, God, receives unto him the souls 
of our children sacrificed on the altar of 
liberty. 

And now, the decision of fifty-two Cuban 
mothers and fathers: With the bitterest 
tears in our eyes, we swear here before the 
image of Christ Crucified in a certain place 
in Cuba, on the evening of the 18th of 
September 1961 that . . . When the 
Official Gazette publishes the law by which 
the communist government of Fidel Castro 
can seize our children and on the day and 
hour that his men armed, or not, come to 
get them, we will surrender to them the 
inert bodies of our children, lifeless, to be 
given a humane burial. And as for us, 
nothing will then matter because we prefer 
a thousand times to see our country sunk 
in the seas which surround it or in the 
blood of our children, than to see our angels 
converted into tools of communism in this 
hemisphere, and may God help us.
